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1. On 2 Deceriber 1950, six twin-envine, lowsiwing monoplanes with 
slender fuselazes were observed from the northern edge of the 
Fineterwalde (N 52/A 15) airfield. Only a part of the area in 
front of the hangars could be seen as the ficld is located on 
a small hill. (1) There was no flying between 11:19 a.m, and 
2230 pom. although the weather wes good. Only two Us? biplanes, 
which asproached the field from the cast, landed and after ton 
minutes took off again in the same direction, 


2. There is an 3] runway about in the middle of the field which 
extends alnost to the sour track at its eastern ond, 1 section of 
the taxiway could be seen at the western end of the runvay,. The 
bunker on the southeastern edge of the ficld had two horizontal 
openings. The building toside it was possibly a workshop or a 
garage. A building with three towers, possibly engine test stands ¥ 
was located farthor astward, An antenna most about 25 meters high 


was between two of the hangars. (2) No other radio installations 
were seen, 


3. The cantonment on the northern edge of the ficld has been enlarged 
toward the north. It is fonced=in and consists of about 10 to 12 
temporary buildings, abowt lh meters high, 100 meters square aad 
without windows, The area can be illuminated by arc lamps. Fire 


fighting equipment was also seen in the camp which is probably an 
ammunition dump. (3) 


ho The billets on the western perineter of Finsterwalde were occupied 
by air force soldiers. Amiulance[__—Jwas seen in a building 25X1B 
south of the railroad station. An air foreo Sontry was posted in 
front, of the building and soldiers wearinz red and Ulue epaulcts 
were in the building. Air force officers who wore silver and golden 
epaulets were seen in the villa on tho southorn perimeter of Finstor= 
welde. (4) Yfficers with thoir depondents wero quartcred in the 
settlement northwest of the field.

(L) The'exact occisation of the field is not know, It is not clear 


whether one or two bomber regiucnts are stationed at the fisld, 
Another source observed three bouber regiments in the Cottbus 
Finsterwalde-Dresden area, ono of which wac stationed in Cottbus.
